A Trio of Negroes Commit 
a Terrible Crime at 
Webster Groves. 


Two Sisters Savagely As- 
saulted at that Place Last 
Evening. 


The Little Village Greatly Excited: Over the 
Affair, and Fears Entertained That the 
Villains Will Be Lynched To-Night—The 
Father of the Girls Makes a Desperate 
Attempt to Kill One of the Negroes—A 
Dramatic Scene and a Ball That Missed 
its Mark—The Story in Detail.

WEBSTER GROVES, Mo., November 5.—An 
attempt at criniinal assault was made last 
night by threo negroes, Grant Boyd, Will 
Stringer and Coon!“ Rhodes, on 
Alice and Emma Baker, two young 
ladies, daughters of Greenville Baker. The 
attempted outrage occurred last night shortly 
after 7 o’ clock in the rear of the residence of 
w. H. Fidler, for whom Alice works. The 
girls bad been visiting their parents, who live 


in South Webster, and were return- 
ing to the houses where they 
are employed, Alice being a domestic 


in the household of Mr. Fidler and Emma 
having a similar situation in the home of Wm 
B. Bain, the Chairman of the Republicad 
County Central Committee. 

AS THE GIRLS PASSED 
Missouri! Pacific Depot on 
to the northwestern part of the 
town where their employers’ res- 
dences are located, they were accosted 
by three negroes named Grant Boyd, Coon“ 
Rhodes and Bill Stringer, who were standing 
on the depot platform. The young women 
paid no attention to the remarks made by the 
trio and passed on. The negroes followed 
them. The girls had no idea that they 


the their 


way 


not call assistance, before they passed beyond 
the thickly settled portion ofthe town. When 
they had gone some distance beyond the depot 
and observed that three negroes 
still following them they quiekened treir 
pace, but the negroes did likewise aud kept 
close behind them. Wher finally tue girls 
reached Mr. Fidler’s residence on Lee avenue, 
suspicious this time oftheir followers’ evil de- 
signs, Alice started to open the gate hurriedly 
so that they could escape into the house. Phe 
negroes were too quick forthem, however, and 
Rhodes seized Alice and threw something in 
her face, at the same time bearing her to the 
ground. Boyd and Stringer got hold of 
Emma, who is the younger of the two, and 
attempted to treat her in the same anner, 


but 
SHE STRUGGLED MADLY, 


and awoke the echoes with her frantic 
screams. Her cries were heard by the inmates 
of the house, and several of them soon ap.- 
peared at the door with lights to ascer- 


tain the cause of the loud and wild 
appeals. As soon as the negroes saw 
the light they let go the girls and 


fled precipitately. When the members of the 
Fidler family came to where the giris were 
they found them in a terrible state. Both 
showed evidence of a severe struggle and 
were terribly agitated from their experience, 
especially Emma, the younger. She was so 
badly frightened that when brought into the 
house 
SHE HAD A FIT 

and was unconscious forsome time. One at- 
tack followed after another. Her sister was 
not so badly affected, however, and after the 


first shock had passed away she 
regained her former composure. The 
negroes, after being folled in 


their fiendish attempt to outrage the young 
women, came back to the central part of the 
town. The girleinformed their rescuers who 
their assailants were, but none of them were 
arrested last night. 

Two of them, Grant Boyd and ‘*Coon’’ 
Rhodes, were arrested this morning, putting 
in an appearance, no doubt, under the pre- 
sumption that they had not been recognized 
by thegirls, since the oMicers had not been after 
them during the night. Boyd was arrested at 
bis home, and Rhodes was taken into custody 
while standing in front of Brannan’s saloon. 
About 8:30 o’clock they were taken to Justice 
Caffrey’s court for a preliminary hearing, and, 
the news of their crime having spread all over 
the town the small court-room was not only 
crowded to ite utmost capacity, but there was 
a great number who were unable te obtain ac- 
ese. Alice Baker was there seated by ber 
father, but her sister was too ill to put in an 
appearance. There was 

A LOOK o. BAKER'S FACE 
which betokened trouble, but nobody was 
prepared tor the exciting and sensational 
scene which occurred. The first thing 
necessary before the preliminary examination 
was begun was to have Miss Baker identify 
ber assailants. 

Do you recognize any of these men, Miss 
Baker, as those who assaulted you iast 
night?’’ asked Justice Caffrey. 

„Tes, sir, she responded. ‘*That one 
there (indicating Rhodes) isthe man who 
threw me down.’’ 

Her words of identification had no sooner 
been uttered than her father sprang to his 
feet, and, drawing a revolver, leveled it at

Stringer has not yet been captured. 

Rhodes, Boyd and Stringer are young ne- 
groes, and all hard cases. They have been in 
numerous scrapes before, one of which wag 
Similar to that in which they now 
figure. About two years ago a lady, 
Miss Bodine, was attacked by the same crowd 
who attempted to assault her and did rob her 
of about #0. West Boyd, a brother of Grant 
Boyd, was convicted of being the principal in 
‘this crime, and is now serving a term in the 

njtentiary for it. a 

THE VATHER OF THE GIRLS, 

when seen by a POST-Dispatcu reporter this 
afternoon, was wild with grief, and vowed he 
would have the lives of his daughters’ assall- 
ants yet. Emma, the younger of the two, whe 
was attacked with fits as the result of her 
fright, was much improved this afternoon, bus 
was still in a very weak condition.

RAITTSBURG, Pa., November 5.—Intelligence 
has just been received here of the explo- 
sion of a nitro glycerine magazine 
near Shannopin, Pa., an oil town twelve 
miles from here, at an early hour this morn- 
ing.

years asthe result of a conviction by court- 
martial. The particular point which Col. 
Lieber is considering ie the great 
and unnecessary latitude allowed by 
our system to military courts in 
administering the law. This would be 
traordinary in case of pe 
—— tralned for the purpose 
n consequence of their peculiar fitness and 
their possession of the judicial temperament, 
but army courts are composed of such officers 
as may be available at the moment. The 
courts assembied at the same time at 


different garrisons may be considering 
exactly analogous cases, and awarding 
the most widely varying punishments 


to the offenders. Col. Lieber says that dif- 
ferent standards of penalty prevail in the 
different departments, and there is no uniform 
system. The consequences of this lack of 
equal justice are apparent. Independently of 
the wrong done in punishing like cases in the 
same army by different standards dissatisfac- 
tion must be produced among the troops. The 
victims of this lack of impartiality have 
a grievance against the Government and 
probably not afew cases of desertion may be 
traced to this wretched system of administer- 
ing justice.

under which definite punishments would be 
awarded forthe classified offences. This is a
